Removing  insane  person  to  any  lunatic  hospital,  for  each 
day  spent,  in  addition  to  expenses  actually  incurred,  four 
dollars. 
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Removing  convict  to  penitentiary,  or  house  of  refuge,  for 
each  day,  in  addition  to  all  expenses,  four  dollars.

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem¬ 
bly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,

plication  of  all  persons  whose  names  are  omitted  from  the 
said  list  who  claims  the  right  vote,  and  shall  proceed  to  add 
the  names  of  qualified  persons  upon  their  personal  applica¬ 
tion  ;  and  they  shall  perform  the  like  duties  with  regard  to 
said  claimant,  the  copies  of  lists  and  the  affidavits  of  the 
claimants  and  their  witnesses,  as  they  are  hereinbefore  directed 
to  proceed  previous  to  any  general  election :  and  the  asses¬ 
sors  of  each  ward  are  hereby  required  to  assess  the  tax  against 
all  persons  so  added,  and  immediately  return  said  list  to  the 
office  of  the  city  commissioners. 

Section  18.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices 
under  this  act,  the  canvassers  and  election  officers  of  the  elec¬ 
tions  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  competent  authority,  in 
addition  to  the  oaths  required  hj  law,  to  perform  the  several 
duties  enjoined  by  this  act  with  fidelity,  according  to  the  re¬ 
quirements  thereof,  in  every  particular,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability ;  they  shall  each  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths 
to  every  person  claiming  the  right  to  vote  or  in  regard  to  any 
other  matter  or  thing  required  to  be  done  or  inquired  into  by 
said  officers  under  this  act;  and  any  wilful  false  swearing  by 
any  person  in  violation  to  any  matter  or  thing  concerning 
which  they  shall  be  lawfully  interrogated  by  any  of  said  offi¬ 
cers  under  this  act  shall  be  punished  as  perjury  ;  said  canvass¬ 
ers  shall  receive  for  every  day  employed  the  sum  of  five  dol¬ 
lars  each,  the  said  clerk  of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  receive 
five  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  employed,  and  the  said 
messenger  of  said  board  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  every  day 
employed ;  and  warrants  for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
city  commissioners  of  said  citj'  and  be  paid  by  the  chy  trea¬ 
surer. 

Section  19.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  councils  of  said 
city  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  from  time  to  time 
for  providing  such  stationery  as  may  be  necessary  for  use 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

by  the  act  passed  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one

bonds  therefor  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
each,  in  such  form  or  forms  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest 
as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  directors,  and  secure  the 
same  by  one  or  mortgages  upon  their  corporate  property,, 
rights  and  franchises,  or  to  use  for  any  said  purposes  any 
bonds  heretofore  authorized  to  be  issued  and  secured  by  any 
of  said  companies. 

Section  3.  Said  canal  companies,  and  each  of  them,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  purchase,  construct,  use,  sell,  insure  and 
lease  boats  and  motive  power  and  to  transport  freight,  and  tu 
apply  and  use  any  and  all  other  device  or  devices  which  are 
or  may  be  utilized,  applied  or  adopted  to  internal  navigation 
and  transportation,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they 
may  from  time  to  time  determine  upon. 

Section  4.  No  sale  or  lease  of  any  of  said  canals  shall  be 
made  to  any  parties,  nor  shall  a  controlling  interest  in  the 
stock  or  bonds  of  any  of  said  companies  be  purchased  by  any 
corporation  other  than  one  or  more  of  the  canal  companies 
whose  works  connect  with  the  canal  of  such  selling  or  leasing 
corporation,  either  directly  or  by  means  of  intervening  canals, 
unless  a  passage  for  boats  and  cargoes  over  the  canal  so  sold 
or  leased,  at  rates  of  toll,  freight  and  charges  not  exceeding 
those  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  charged  upon  the  canal 
adjacent  to  such  sold  or  leased  canals,  shall  be  guaranteed  and 
secured  for  ever  by  the  contract  of  the  purchaser  or  lessee,  to 
each  and  all  of  the  several  canals  which  connect  mediately  or 
immediately  with  the  canals  so  leased,  sold  or  disposed  of.

adjust  such  assessment,  by  inquiring  into  the  value  of  such 
stock,  and  either  abate  or  increase  the  value  of  the  same  as 
may'  be  just  and  proper. 

Secton  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors,  after 
they  shall  have  completed  their  assessment  of  bank  shares, 
to  make  return  thereof  to  the  auditor  general,  and  give  public 
notice  of  such  valuation  or  assessment,  bjT  posting  one  copy 
of  said  notice  in  the  banking  room,  and  one  copy  in  the  com¬ 
missioners’  office  of  the  said  county,  and  if  any  shareholder 
shall  be  dissatisfied  with  such  valuation,  he  shall  enter  his  ap¬ 
peal  therefrom  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  putting  up 
such  notice.

each,  stating  whether  the  stockholder  be  resident  or  non-resi¬ 
dent  of  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located;  which  list 
shall  be  returned  to  the  commissioners  of  the  city  or  county 
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in  which  the  hank  is  located,  and  a  certificate  thereof  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  auditor  general. 

Lien  of  taxes.  Section  4.  That  the  taxes  assessed  under  this  act  shall  be 
a  lien  upon  the  shares  of  stock  of  said  bank  from  the  date  of 
levy,  and  in  case  of  non-payment,  the  shares  of  stock  of  de¬ 
faulting  stockholders,  with  the  accrued  dividends,  shall  be 
subject  to  attachment,  or  levy  and  sale,  for  non-payment  of 
tax  thereon,  in  like  manner  as  other  personal  property.

organization  as  aforesaid,  and  prosecute  the  work  on  the 
same  with  due  diligence,  and  open  and  complete  the'  same 
within  five  years,  and  shall  have  an  additional  six  months  to 
complete  their  road  for  each  twenty-five  miles  more  than  the 
fifty  miles  aforesaid:  Provided ,  The  road  shall  be  opened  for 
use  in  all  cases  when  fifty  miles  in  length  of  track  are  laid. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  railroad  company  created  and 
incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  in  the 
opinion  of  the  directors  thereof  require  an  increased  amount 
of  capital  stock  in  order  to  complete  and  equip  their  road  and 
carry  out  the  full  intent  and  meaning  of  their  charter,  they 
shall,  if  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  at  a 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  file  with  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  amount  of  such 
desired  increase,  and  thereafter  such  company  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  have  such  increased  capital  as  is  fixed  by  said  certifi¬ 
cate  :  Provided ,  That  the  original  amount  of  stock  and 
increased  capital  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  sixty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  per  mile. 

Section  T.  The  number  of  managers  of  any  company  in 
corporated  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  a  president  and 
not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  directors,  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  corporators  thereof  at  their  first  meeting  to 
choose  directors  of  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  citizens  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  any  railroad  com¬ 
pany  created  under  this  act  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money 
not  exceeding  the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed,  and  is¬ 
sue  the  bonds  of  the  company  therefor  in  such  amo  unts  as  shall 
not  exceed  double  the  amount  actually  paid  up  of  the  capital 
stock  subscribed,  the  proceeds  whereof  shall  be  actually  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  con  struction  and  equipment  of  their  road  ;  these 
bonds  to  be  payable  at  such  time  not  exceeding  fifty  years 
after  the  date  thereof,  and  at  such  place  and  at  such  rate  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum,  as  said  directors  may 
deem  best,  and  may  secure  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
interest  by  a  mortgage  on  the  said  road  and  franchises. 

Section  9.  Any  company  incorporated  under  this  act  shall 
have  authority  to  construct  such  branches  from  its  main  line 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  increase  its  business  and  accom¬ 
modate  the  trade  and  travel  of  the  public. 

Section  10.  Companies  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  roads  so  as  to  cross  at 
grade  the  track  or  tracks  of  any  other  railroad  in  this  com¬ 
monwealth  :  Provided  however.  That  the  cost  of  making  and 
keeping  such  crossing  in  repair  shall  be  borne  by  the  company 
whose  road  crosses  the  track  or  tracks  of  another :  And  pro¬ 
vided  further ,  That  the  company  whose  road  crosses  the 
track  or  tracks  of  another  shall  keep  at  such  crossing  as 
many  persons  as  may  be  requisite  to  give  the  necessary  sig¬ 
nals  to  prevent  accidents. 

Section  11.  Companies  whose  roads  shall  be  constructed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  the  right  to  con* 
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nect  their  roads  with  roads  of  a  similar  character,  within  this  Right  to  con- 
commonwealth  or  at  the  line  thereof,  upon  such  terms  as  ma}  nect  with  other 
be  agreed  upon  by  those  who  have  the  management  of  said  roads, 
roads ;  and  in  case  of  failure  of  an  agreement  on  the  part  of

Fixing  the  number  and  pay  of  the  officers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem¬ 
bly  met,  <and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same , 
That  the  offices  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  shall  be  as 
follows  and  no  more,  namely  : 

First .  In  the  House  of  Representatives  one  chief  clerk, 
two  assistant  clerks,  one  of  which  to  be  known  as  the  resi¬ 
dent  clerk ;  he  is  to  have  charge  of  the  archives  of  the  House, 
and  is  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  clerk,  and  is  to 
take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  six  tran¬ 
scribing  clerks,  one  sergeant-at-arms  and  four  assistants,  one 
door-keeper  and  three  assistants,  one  messenger  and  three 
assistants,  one  door-keeper  of  the  rotunda,  one  post-master 
and  one  assistant,  one  librarian,  ten  pasters  and  folders,  and 
one  superintendent  and  assistant  superintendent,  who  are 
to  have  the  same  salary  as  the  post-master  and  his  assis- 
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tants,  ten  pages,  one  janitor  of  the  basement  and  one  fireman; 
the  fireman  and  janitor  shall  be  appointed  b}7  the  speaker  of 
the  House,  and  the  librarian  and  pages  by  the  chief  clerk 
thereof,  but  all  the  rest  shall  be  elected  by  the  House  at  the 
time  of  its  organization. 


Second.  In  the  Senate  one  chief  clerk,  two  assistant  clerks, 
four  transcribing  clerks,  one  librarian,  one  sergeant-at-arms 
and  two  assistants,  one  door-keeper  and  two.  assistants,  one 
messenger  and  two  assistants,  six  pasters  and  folders,  one 
superintendent  of  the  folding  room,  five  pages,  one  post-mas¬ 
ter,  one  door-keeper  of  the  rotunda  and  one  fireman  ;  the  fire¬ 
man  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  Senate,  and 
the  pages  by  the  chief  clerk  thereof,  but  all  the  rest  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Senate  at  the  time  of  its  organization. 

Third.  One  engineer  to  be  appointed  by  the  clerks  of  the 
two  houses. 

Section  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  either  house  to  elect 
any  more  or  other  officers  than  are  herein  enumerated,  until 
an  act  or  joint  resolution  has  passed  both  houses  authorizing 
such  change  or  increase,  and  been  duly  signed  by  the'  governor, 
and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  state  treasurer  to  pay  any 
other  or  more  officers  for  either  house,  whose  election  or  ap¬ 
pointment  was  not  authorized  by  law  prior  to  their  election 
or  appointment;  and  if  any  officer  of  either  house  shall  ap¬ 
point  or  authorize  the  appointment  of  any  other  or  more  offi¬ 
cers  than  are  authorized  by  this  act,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  in  office. 

Section  3  Hone  of  said  officers  shall  return  as  such  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  except  the  chief  clerks,  the 
assistant  clerks,  two  transcribing  clerks  for  each  house,  to 
be  designated  by  the  chief  clerk,  the  librarian,  the  sergeant- 
at-arms,  the  door-keeper,  the  engineer,  the  fireman,  the  mes¬ 
senger  and  the  post-master  of  each  house,  and  the  state  trea¬ 
surer  shall  not  pa}"  any  other  or  more  officers  than  these  under 
any  joint  resolution  or  bill  to  pay  the  retiring  officers  of  the 
legislature  ;  and  the  retiring  transcribing  clerks  herein  author¬ 
ized  to  return  as  such  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature, 


Election  and 
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shall  be  paid  only  upon  presentation  of  an  order  to  so  return 
from  the  chief  clerk  of  their  respective  houses. 

Section  4.  The  compensation  and  allowance  to  the  officers  compensation, 
of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  shall  be  as  follows,  viz : 

The  chief  clerks  of  each  house  shall  receive  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  the  assistant  clerks  twelve  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  each,  the  transcribing  clerks,  postmasters  and  assistants 
and  librarians  eight  hundred  dollars  each,  and  the  other  offi¬ 
cers  named  in  this  act,  except  the  pages,  shall  each  receive  six 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  pages  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  each.  At  each  extra  and  adjourned  session  all  of  these 
officers  shall  receive,  in  addition,  three  dollars  per  diem  each 
and  no  more.  This  compensation  and  per  diem  shall  be  in 
full  of  all  allowances,  and  no  additional  allowances  shall  be 
made  for  mileage,  stationery,  or  for  any  other  purpose  what¬ 
ever  ;  but  the  retiring  officers  hereinbefore  authorized  to  re¬ 
turn  at  the  session  of  the  legislature  next  following  that  for 
which  they  were  elected,  and  who  shall  not  be  re-elected,  or 
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elected  to  some  other  office  in  the  legislature,  shall  be  allowed 
three  dollars  per  diem  for  ten  days’  service  only,  and  mileage 
to  and  from  their  homes  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile,  to 
be  computed  by  the  ordinary  mail  route  between  their  homes 
and  the  capital  of  the  state. 

Section  5.  The  officers  of  each  house  shall  be  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  speaker  and  chief  clerk  of  their 
respective  houses,  who  may  assign  them  to  such  duty  as  they 
may  deem  best ;  but  no  extra  compensation  shall  be  allowed 
any  officer  on  account  of  such  assignment  of  duty.  The 
speaker  and  clerk  of  each  house  shall  also  assign  one  tran¬ 
scribing  clerk  to  act  as  clerk  to  the  committee  to  compare 
bills,  one  to  serve  as  clerk  of  the  committee  of  ways  and 
means  in  the  House,  and  one  to  serve  as  clerk  of  the  finance 
committee  of  the  Senate,  without  additional  compensation. 

Section  6.  No  greater  or  other  compensation  or  allowance 
than  that  provided  by  this  act  shall  be  voted  by  either  house 
to  any  officer  thereof  for  services  performed  at  any  session. 
The  chief  clerk  of  each  house  shall  have  indexed  and  pre¬ 
pared  for  publication  the  journal  of  the  house  of  which  he 
is  clerk,  for  which  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  each  shall 
be  paid  for  the  indexing  of  the  journal  of  each  house,  by 
the  state  treasurer.

eight,  (pamphlet  laws  three  hundred  and  eighty-two,)  joint 
resolution,  number  twenty-two,  of  April  twenty-second,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  (pamphlet  laws  five

To  an  act  relating  to  counties  and  townships,  and  county  and  township 
officers,  approved  April  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  relating  to  public  buildings. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem¬ 
bly  met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same , 
That  when  two  successive  grand  juries  in  any  county  of  this 
commonwealth  have  reported  in  favor  of  the  erection  or  re¬ 
pair  of  public  buildings,  which  report  has  been  approved  by 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  such  county,  and  the  funds 
on  hand  in  the  county  treasury  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  de¬ 
fray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  erection  and  repair  of  said 
buildings,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  commissioners  to 
borrow°the  money  necessary,  and  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
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county  therefor,  in  amounts  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  with 
coupons  attached,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum,  which  bonds  shall  be  payable  not  more  than  ten  years 
from  date,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  all  local  and 
municipal  purposes  :  Provided ,  That  before  such  loan  is  con¬ 
tracted  the  commissioners  shall  present  a  statement  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  county  to  the  court  of  quarter  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  county,  and  secure  the  approval  of  such  court 
for  such  loan  :  Provided ,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
counties  of  Lehigh  and  Northampton.

For  the  relief  of  the  citizens  of  the  counties  of  Adams,  Franklin,  Fulton, 
Bedford,  York,  Perry  and  Cumberland,  whose  property  was  destroyed, 
damaged  or  appropriated  for  the  public  service,  and  in  the  common 
defence,  in  the  war  to  suppress  the  rebellion. 

Whereas,  During  the  late  war  to  suppress  the  rebellion 
several  of  the  southern  counties  of  this  state  were  several 
times  invaded  by  the  rebels  in  great  force,  requiring  the  in¬ 
terposition  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  state  to  drive  them  from  our  borders : 

And  whereas ,  During  these  invasions  and  the  movements 
of  the  armies  engaged  in  repelling  them,  and  especially  in  the 
three  days  of  battle  at  Gettysburg,  there  was  occasioned  great 
destruction,  devastation  and  loss  of  property  of  citizens  of 
said  counties : 

And  whereas ,  These  losses  were  sustained  in  the  common 
cause  and  for  the  public  defence,  and  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  whole  people  of  this  commonwealth,  and  it  is  reason¬ 
able  and  proper  that  citizens  who  have  thus  suffered  should 
receive  generous  consideration  and  active  relief  from  this 
great  commonwealth ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬

six,  entitled  “An  Act  for  the  relief  of  certain  citizens  of  Cham- 
bersburg  and  vicinity,  whose  property  was  destroyed  by  fire 
by  the  rebels  on  the  thirtieth  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four:”  And  provided  further , 
That  each  claim  presented  for  adjudication  shall  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  an  affida  vit,  made  before  some  officer  competent  to 
administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  stating  that  the  claimant  has 
never  directly  or  indirectly  by  word  or  act  given  aid,  comfort, 
countenance  or  encouragement  to  the  rebels,  whether  in  arms 
or  otherwise,  that  he  or  she  has  never  communicated,  or  at¬ 
tempted,  or  taken  means  to  communicate  to  them  or  any  of 
them  any  information  which  could  be  of  any  advantage  to 
them ;  that  said  commissioners  shall,  as  soon  as  they  have 
finished  their  duties,  make  return  to  the  auditor  general  of  all 
the  petitions  presented  to  them  with  the  awards  thereon  ;  the 
said  commissioners  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  each 
per  day,  for  not  more  than  sixty  da3Ts,  when  actually  employed 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the}^  shall  be  allowed  one 
clerk,  who  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day,

vear  •  and  the  superintendent  of  common  schools  is  authorized 
and  required  to  pay  out  of  the  appropriation  to  common 
schools  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  by  warrants  upon  the  state  tieasui^ ,  all  sums  ounc 
be  due  to  such  districts  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.

device,  permanent  or  temporary,  m  the  nature  of  a .fish ba 
ket  or  fish  trap,  across  or  at  any  place  m  the  Susquehanna 
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river  or  other  stream  or  streams  designated  or  embraced  in 
this  act ;  neither  shall  it  be  lawful  to  fish  with  any  seine  or 
by  any  other  system  of  entrapping  in  numbers,  within  two 
hundred  yards  of  any  sluice  or  other  device  erected  for  the 
passage  of  fish  as  described  in  this  act,  or  upon  or  about  any 
dam  in  or  upon  which  such  sluice  shall  have  been  erected,  or 
to  draw  any  seine  or  net  in  any  of  the  said  rivers  or  stream® 
within  one-half  mile  below  any  of  said  sluices,  or  to  use  any 
device  or  means  to  frighten  the  fish  or  spawn  or  fry,  or  oth¬ 
erwise  to  prevent  their  free  passage  up  or  down  the  said 
streams  or  passage  ways  at  any  distance  whatever  from  said 
dams;  and  any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  their  aiders  or  abettors,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  twelve  months,  one-half 
of  the  fine  above  mentioned  to  be  paid  to  the  informer  or 
complainant ;  information  may  be  laid  as  in  any  other  case 
of  misdemeanor  by  any  citizen,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  district  in  which  the  offence  shall  be  committed ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  constables  in  their  townships,  wards 
or  districts  to  keep  special  watch,  and  make  return  of  any 
violation  of  this  law  to  each  and  every  court  of  quarter  ses¬ 
sions  in  the  county  or  counties  in  and  for  which  they  may 
be  constable  or  constables,  as  in  the  case  of  other  misdemea¬ 
nors  coming  within  the  line  of  the  duty  of  said  constables  as 
guardians  of  the  peace,  and  of  which  they  are  bound  to  take 
notice  and  make  return. 

Section  2.  The  office  of  commissioner,  designated  in  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  is  hereby  further  continued 
under  the  appointment  of  the  governor,  and  as  provided  for 
in  said  act,  but  shall  cease  and  determine  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-eight ;  the  duties  of  said  commissioner,  in  addition 
to  and  in  connection  with  those  now  specified  by  law,  shall 
be  to  use  his  best  endeavors  in  the  general  furtherance  of  the 
objects  of  these  acts,  and  if  any  concurrent  legislation  be 
necessary,  in  conjunction  with  the  state  of  Maryland,  to  ascer¬ 
tain  and  report  such  proposed  legislation  to  the  governor, 
who  will  submit  the  same  with  his  recommendations,  favor¬ 
able  or  otherwise,  without  delay  to  the  legislature  of  this 
commonwealth;  and  the  duties  of  the  said  commissioner  shall

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  corpora¬ 
tion  or  association  as  aforesaid  to  publish  annually  a  copy  of 
the  statement  forwarded  to  the  auditor  general,  within  one 
month  from  the  time  the  license  is  granted,  at  least  three  times 
a  week  for  the  space  of  two  weeks,  in  the  city  or  county  in 
which  their  principal  agency  may  be  established,  or  if  no  daily 
paper  is  published  in  said  city  or  county,  then  in  a  weekly 
paper  thereof,  for  three  weeks. 

Section  12.  That  any  person  or  persons  receiving  premi¬ 
ums  or  forwarding  applications,  or  in  any  other  way  trans¬ 
acting  business  for  any  insurance  company  or  association 
not  incorporated  by  this  state,  without  having  received  au¬

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem¬

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬

That  the  board  of  commissioners  having  charge  and  care  of  Commissioners

That  in  the  settlement  of  all  accounts  for  taxes 
due  the  commonwealth  under  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
act,  by  corporations  or  individuals,  the  auditor  general  and 
state  treasurer  shall  charge  interest  upon  the  balance  or  bal¬ 
ances  found  due  the  commonwealth  by  such  corporations  or 
individuals,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  from 
the  time  said  taxes  became  due  and  payable  to  the  time  of  the 
settlement  of  the  same;  and  all  balances  due  the  common¬ 
wealth  by  the  corporations  or  individuals  aforesaid  on  ac¬ 
counts  settled  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March 
thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eleven,  or  any  other 
act  of  assembly,  shall  bear  interest  from  sixty  days  after  date 
of  settlement,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum, 
until  the  same  are  paid:  Provided ,  That  the  payment  of  in¬ 
terest.  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  relieve  said  corporations  01  in¬ 
dividuals  from  any  of  the  penalties  prescribed  for  neglect  and 
refusal  to  furnish  reports  to  the  auditor  general. 

Section  13.  That  the  auditor  general  and  state  treasurer, 
or  any  agent  appointed  by  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  ex 
amine  the  books  and  papers  of  any  corporation,  association, 
company,  private  banker  or  broker,  to  verify  the  accuracy 
of  any  return  made  to  them,  or  either  ot  them,  under  the  pio- 
visions  of  this  act. 

Section  14.  That  the  revenue  derived  from  tax  on  net 
earniims  or  income,  under  the  sixth  section  ot  this  act,  and 
from  tonnage,  under  the  seventh  section,  and  from -coal  mined 
under  the  ninth  section,  shall  so  far  as  it  is  necessary  be  first 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  expenses  of  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  the  residue,  not  needed  for  such  purpose,  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  sinking  fund,  as  directed  by  the  act  ot 
the  twenty-second  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

fifty-eight.  .  ,  ,  , 

Section  15.  That. hereafter  every  company  incorporated  by 
or  under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  commonwealth, 
except  railroad,  canal,  turnpike,  bridge  or  cemetery  compa¬ 
nies,  and  companies  incorporated  for  literary,  chanta  fie  oi 
religious  purposes,  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer,  for  the 
use^of  the  commonwealth,  a  bonus  of  one-quarter  of  one  per 
centum  upon  the  amount  of  capital  stock  which  said  company 
is  authorized  to  have,  in  two  equal  instalments,  and  a  like 
bonus  upon  any  subsequent  increase  thereof.  The  first  instal¬ 
ment  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  the  incorporation  ot  said 
company,  or  upon  the  increase  of  the  capital  thereof,  and  the 
second  Instalment  one  year  thereafter;  and  no  company,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  until 
the  first  instalment  of  said  bonus  is  paid;  and  the  governor 
shall  not  issue  letters  patent  to  any  company  until  he  is  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  first  instalment  of  said  bonus  has  been  paid  to 
the  state  treasurer ;  and  no  company  incorporated  by  any  spe¬ 
cial  act  of  assembly  shall  go  into  operation,  or  exercise  any 
corporate  powers  or  privileges,  nor  shall  said  act  be  enrolled 
among  the  laws  of  the  state  until  said  first  instalment  ot  bo¬ 
nus  has  been  paid  as  aforesaid. 
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Section  16.  The  following  acts  of  assembly  and  parts 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are  altered  and  supplied  by  this  act, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  first  of  the  act  approved  June  eleventh,  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  to  create  additional  revenue, 
to  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  interest  and  extin¬ 
guishment  of  the  debts  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  thirty-three  of  the  act  approved  April  twenty-ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  to  reduce  the 
state  debt,  and  to  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania  canal  and 
railroad  company. 

Sections  seventy-one  and  seventy-two  of  the  act  approved 
May  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  to 
provide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  government,  the  repairs 
of  the  public  canals  and  railroads,  and  other  general  and 
special  appropriations. 

An  act  approved  April  twenty-first,  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-eight,  for  the  better  securing  to  the  common¬ 
wealth  the  payment  of  taxes  due  by  incorporated  companies. 

An  act  approved  April  twelfth,  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-nine,  to  equalize  taxation  upon  corporations. 

The  first,  second,  third,  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  an  act, 
approved  April  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  imposing  additional  taxes  for  state  purposes,  and 
to  abolish  the  revenue  board. 

The  first,  second  and  third  sections  of  the  act,  approved 
February  twenty-third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
six,  to  amend  the  revenue  laws  of  the  commonwealth. 

An  act  approved  April  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  regulating  interest  on  public  accounts. 

An  act  approved  March  twenty-second,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  to  increase  the  revenues  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
met ,  That  so  much  of  the  third  section  of  the  joint  resolution 
of  April  tenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
relative  to  the  revisal  of  the  civil  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
limits  the  powers  of  the  commissioners  over  the  revised  sta¬ 
tutes  under  the  resolutions  of  March  twenty-third,  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  thiiiy,  be  and  is  hereby  so  far  modi¬ 
fied  as  to  allow  the  commissioners  the  same  powers  over  them 
and  their  supplements  that  they  have  over  other  general  sta¬ 
tutes. 

Resolved ,  That  the  commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  have  their  entire  work  completed  and  printed  for 
distribution  among  the  senators  and  members  of  the  House
